Hughes told
an audience that Chiongo’s
groat Collseum Tuesday night—ghe
hall whoere he was nominnted for the
presidency—whnt he would do if
slooted presldent of the United Biates

Hughes charged the present ad
ministeation with waste,
ganew and vaolllation He declared
that It hind not kept the country out
of war, but that It had fought an
ignominious war in Mexico and had
withdrawn from that war ignomin-
lounly He charged the administra
tion with having brought the country
muech nearer to participation o the
European war than the country
would have been had the adminis
trution "stoad for Amerioan rights

He declared that It was no more
possible to expoct taritf proteetion
to American Industries from a dom-
oorat than It would be to “‘get a re-
vival  sermon out of /a disorderly
house."

The nomines assalled the admin-

he would appoint to office only men
who were well gualified.
